been .hurried to the collieries would 
not be needed unless an 
agreement 


was reached between President Mitch- 
ell and the coal presidents in the con- 
ference to toe held in New York to- 
morrow , 


• That a great many miners believe 
that a strike is imminent and that 
there will be a bitter struggle was 
evidenced by the departure yesterday 
And today of scores of miners from 
the Schuylldll region. A majority of 
these men are foreigners who will go 
to their homes in Europe and there 
await the outcome of the 
pending 


strike. 


In the Lackawanna district there 


is a feeling among the more conserv- 
ative miners that an agreement will 
be reached at the 'New York confer- 
ence. 


The only colliery in the Luzerne- 


Wyoming district which attempted to 
work today, as far as has been re- 
ported, -was the Hazel ton shaft of the 
Lehig'h Valley company. Coal which 
had been loosened last week was run 
through the breakers for about 
an 


hour, after which the men returned 
to their .homes. 


At many of the collieries in this 


district the mules were taken from 
the mines. 


Quiet prevails throughout the three 


districts and as long as the men re- 
main away from the mines no disor- 
der is anticipated.

RECENT FINNISH REFORMS. 


Many That Have B*en Projected 


•till Uncertain of Con- 


summation* 


reforms have been projected 


by the prerent extraordinary diet of 
the Finnish estate*. and It U realty 
diiBcult iu th« chaotic condition of Af- 
fairs to eveu venture a guess as to 
which will ultimately 
be adopted. 


Foremost among the demands of the 
hour ig that a ^inlander enjoying the 
confidence of hi* countrymen should 
be appointed minister secretary for 
the grand duchy in conformity with 
the* provisions of the fundamental laws 
of the country. It is argued that the 
retaining of a Russian official in 
charge of this very important post can 
only lead to serious complications in 
the diet and create a feeling of unrest 
which can serve no good purpose. The 
removal of other Russians who are 
believed to be interested in fomenting 
misunderstandings is another demand 
made by those interested in the future 
of the Finnish people. 


As for the probable attitude of the 


diet in regard to the reform of the 
representation It may be taken for 
granted that none of the houses will 
oppose the abolition of the four es- 
tates system. This amounts to a con- 
siderable negation of self on the part 
of the nobles who will not hesitate to 
renounce 
their hereditary 
political 


privilege, and also on the part of the 
clergy. In all four houses there is a 
constitutional 
majority, 
especially 


large in the house of nobies, where 
only about a dozen members out of 
a couple of hundred may be counted 
aa belonging: to toe party which for 
want of a better name may be de- 
scribed as the adherents of the old 
senate. 
In the house of burgesses 


there is only one of this persuasion. 
But even these are constitutionalists, 
now that there is no longer any risk 
in being: so, and they will not oppose 
the retorins. 


A NEW ARTIFICIAL FUEL. 


Combination 
of 
Petroleum 
and 


Peat That Is Pressed 


Into Brick. 


Innumerable inventors have drawn 


upon their knowledge of chemistry in 
the effort to produce a luel which 
would compete with coal in efficiency 
if not in price. Not a great many 
years ago a prize was offered for a 
method of solidifying petroleum or re- 
ducing petroleum to such forms that 
it could be carried In fire boxes. The 
research thus stimulated resulted in 
the patenting of several fuels, among 
which was one combining petroleum 
and peat. After the peat is raised 
from the bog by a dredger it Is put 
into a disintegrator and all the roots 
and coarse material are removed. It 
is then put into a press, where it is 
reduced from 80 to 40 per cent, water. 
It then passes through another disin- 
tegrator, after which lime is added to 
further dry it.

The very best anthra- 
cite coal has a value of only 1,400 
thermal units, while bituminous coal 
nas a calorific value of 12,500 degrees 
British thermal units.

accompanied on ail sides by the en- 
thusiastic cheering of the people. An 
account of the reverence paid 
the 


Mikado by the subjects of old Japan 
is given in a book entitled. "Manners 
and Customs of the Japanese," pub- 
lished in 1841. It is fair to say. how- 
ever, that iheir reverence did not go 
to the point of permuting the Mikado 
to exercise any power, for the govern- 
ment was in the hands of the usurp- 
ing Daimios and the Shogun, until the 
revolution in ISCs. 


The Mikado held nominally a posi- 


tion of extraordinary dignity. Worldly 
affairs were supposed to be so unde- 
serving of his attention that even a 
thought of them would degrade him. 
No business was ever submitted to 
him, and he never performed any uct 
of sovereignty not of a religious na- 
ture. 


Every day the 
Alilcado passed a 


number of hours on the throne, im- 
movable, lest by turning his head he 
would bring ruin on that part of the 
empire to or from which he should 
look. This immobility was supposed 
to maintain tranquility in his realm. 


It was believed that annually all the 


gods waited on the Mikado and spent 
a month at court. During this month, 
which was called "without gods," all 
temples were practically deserted. 


Every precaution 
was taken 
to 


guard from violation the sacred per- 
son, of the monarch. As his foot was 
never allowed to touch the ground, be 
was borne on his subjects' shoulders. 
He was not to be polluted by even a 
glance of the common herd. Daily, al- 
most hourly, whatever appertained to 
the Son of rieaven was destroyed and 
renewed. To-day 
the 
ruler of tbe 


island empire is a free mau, treated 
with due dignity, but without the su- 
perstitious worship of ancient Japan.

When the records are exam- 
ined they make it evident that our sea- 
sons are behaving now just as they did 
in the ages that are past. Great frosts 
and phenomenal mildness come with- 
out any evident order of 
succession, 


and it is just as difficult now as it was 
200 years'ago to predict whether the 
weather will be of the most ordinary 
kind or quite abnormal. The diary ol 
John Evelyn makes frequent reference 
to the weather of his youth, and the 
Impression one gets from reading hi: 
notes from 1640 to 1700 is the same 
as the records of the last half cen- 
tury." 


OUR WHEAT SHOWS WELL. 


Only 
Grain from America That 
Holds 
Its 
Own in 


Norway. 


American wheat in Norway is indi- 


cated 
as a promising 
possibility. 


Grains and their products are the most 
Important Norwegian Imports, amount- 
ing to 20 per cent, of the total, and arc 
valued at |13,000,000 to $15,000,000 a 
year. Rye and -barley lead, though 
there is a considerable importation ot 
maize, wheat and oats. Wheat flour 
leads the list of, flours and meals. Most 
of the grains imported come from the 
ports of southern Russia, the flours 
and meals seem to come mostly from 
Germany. A large quantity down to 
the credit of Germany comes from the 
United States and other countries, and 
is transhipped from German 
points. 


Wheat flour is the only article in the 
list that shows or promises well for 
Uncle Sam's land. Tbe present pros- 
pect'of a large crop indicates an oppor- 
tunity .which is pointed out as some- 
thing that might be made much of 
were American millers and cereal mer- 
chants carefully to go over the ground. 
The proximity of the two countries, 
their mutual respect for each other, the 
number of Norwegians in the United 
States, the improved transportation 
facilities point to a particularly large 
possibility of a large Norway-United 
States cereal trade. 


Drink More Water. 


Free water drinking is another es- 


sential to vitality and to the develap- 
ment to staying power. All the opera- 
tions of the body, digestion, assimila- 
tion, absorption, elimination of poison- 
ous waste, and so on, are carried on by 
means of water, and an insufficient 
amount of water in the system means 
embarrassment of every function. The 
body of a man of average weight con- 
tains more than half a barrel of water; 
and such a body needs for Its proper op- 
eration at least two quarts daily of pure 
water. In this connection. It may not 
be irrelevant to mention that the Japan- 
ese soldiers, whose surprising powers 
are now engaging the admiration of the 
world, consume each between two and 
four gallons of water dally.—Outing. 


Welli in the Sahara. 


Franco has undertaken the task of 


opening up the great Sahara desert. 
Artesian wells are being sunk

railroad and tolegraplr lines will be 
built, the object being to reclaim large 
parts of the desert and to bring Tlm-

says:

I think their 
amusement was caused by relation o' 
the incident of a couple of laborers 
eating apple cores picked up from 
the gutters of a big city. If the same 
men had realized, had really apprec 
lated the meaning of such a diet, 
don't think they would have laughed 
They had no real aliveness to the ac- 
tuality of such conditions as I was 
trying to describe." 


Because of this, Professor A. B 


Hart, replies: 


"Harvard students know more poli 


tics than the average men of the! 
class. From 'Colleges in general come 
the men who take the most active 
part in politics. Most of the men at 
the head of the government are col- 
lege men. It is not that they are col- 
lege men, but that they are the class 
interested in government. Harvard 
offers, in actual teaching, a consider- 
able opportunity for the 
study of 


politics, and they certainly show a 
great readiness in the study of this 
science," 


There is nothing particularly bril- 


liant in viz I 1'iolessor Hart says. 
It may all be true, but it lacks the 
ring of the unalloyed coin. What is 
there in the possible fact that most 
of the men at the head of the gov- 
ernment are college men to prove 
that ''Harvard students know more 
about politics than the average men 
of their class"? 


From the reports which have ap- 


peared in the papers of 
late,

might judge that Harvard men arc 
better versed in the art 
of

housing at meals than they are in 
manipulating political wires or 
di- 


recting the destines of state. 


No doubt there are many Harvard 


men In government positions. Some

ALMOST APPALLING 


The Number Of 'Recent Deaths Here 


Among The Aged 


The deaths among the aged, reck- 


oning from seventy years, 
for 
the 


first quarter of the present year, have 
been unusual and almost appalling in 
number. 


From a carefully kept record made 


by a scribe of Tie Herald we glean 
these facts: 


There have been twenty-seven bur- 


ials in Portsmouth in that time, and 
the united ages foot up a total of 2,- 
150 years divided as follows: 


Eight deaths in January, 650; elev 


en in February, 867; eight in March, 
633. 


The youngest among these 
was 


aged seventy years, and the oldest 
ninety-two years. 


In one neighborhood during a re- 


cent week, there were four persons 
lying dead, aged respectively seven- 
ty-seven, sevnty-nine, eighty-two and 
eighty-seven, years, making ft total of 
325 years for a single locality in less 
than seven days.

The dangerous period of incu- 
bation, during which the partridge 
is exposed to various risks from stiay 
dogs, foxes and vermin. Is under tnis 
system reduced to a minimum, and 
even if the nest is destroyed wnile 
filled with substituted eggs ths real 
eggs are safe and can be used to make 
up another nest. 


There is another plan so simple that 


it can hardly be dignified by the name 


i of a system, which has been tried 


with great success for some seasons 
on estates where foxes are plentiful. 
It consists in placing wire netting 
around the nost sufficiently large in 
mesh to allow the old bird to 
get 


through and yet small enough to Keep 
large vermin out. 
The netting used 


is the ordinary sheep netting with a 
| four-inch mesh. 
Aboul ten yards ot 


netting are required for each nest, 
making a circle with a ten-foot diam- 
eter, sufliciently largo for the bird to 
remain undisturbed by a fox or a clog 
outside the wire. 
This is an impcri- 


*nt consideration, as if the bird is 
suddenly disturbed and hits the wire 
In flying off her nost she will proba- 
bly desert. 
The wire is put around 


when the hen is laying, and she ap- 
parently soon becomes accustomed to 
walking through the meshes in get- 
ting on and off the nost.
